I would like to thank you for your continuing efforts 
to meet the information needs and document requests made by 
the Select Committee on Assassinations in the past six 
months. As you are aware, during this time the Committee 
has been in an organizational stage of its investigation. 

As a result of its experience to date, the Committee 
has adopted certain procedures which it believes will in- 
sure an orderly and productive relationship with the Federal 
agencies with which it deals.
